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Thiers Against Free Trade--Ledru
Rollin on the Bonaparte Tragedy
~—The Army and Roche-
fort—The Liverpool
Tragedy.

M. Thitrs’ Bpeech against English Free Trade,

In the sitting of Jmmu.? J‘AI of the Legisintive
Body, the dnensslon of M. Jules Brame's inter-
pellation relative to_the Commercial Treaties
was resumed by M. Thiers, who sald: —The in-
fluance and prosperity of Frunce areln jeopardy;
ita mnterial‘ interests are bound up with lts
moral wolfare. The prosperlty of the country,
whieh was formerly in the hands of the Govern-
ment,is pow entrusted to the Chamber. We have
a noble task before ws, and we hope that we
shall be able to aecomplish it—uamely, w give
to the country entire liberty without aoy dis-
turbance of publle order; but we have also to re-
eetablish its prosperity, and forthatend we must
rely upon ourselves, We most not indualge in
reeriminations with reference to the past, but at
the same time we must not forget that, beoce-
forth, if the country ls not Lappy and satis-
fied the responsibility will eolsly weigh upon
ue. I am poing Lo review the present situntion
of affalrs, and then rofer to the object towards
which we are alming, Wa do not wish for pro-
Libitory duties, nor even for such as we should
deem necessary for the protection of our trade.
1 will prove to you that 10 per cent. is not a pro-
tectioniet duty, and that In no other conntries
are the duties so low. In the freest countries
arrangements are made to proteet the different
prunches of native industry. This ls especially
the case In America and the British Colonles, in
Canada, Australia, and the East Indles.

M. Thiers concluded as follows:—Our pro-
duction of wool is 70,000,000 pounds, and we
import 180,000,000, Australin already supplies
330,000,000, and could furnish 600,000,000, La
Plata can produce a similar quantity, In that
situation, how ia the wool of France to snstain
the competition? With respect to corn, there
is an immense market in Kogland, similar to
that of Holland in the fiftecnth century, and by
abollshing the dotles on grain fou have placed
Freneh agriculture in o state ol dependence on
the English prices. France can no longer pro-
duce at o cost of 180, the hectolitre (294 bushels),
in coneequence of the deplorable extension
given to public works, which have altracted nll
the laborers to the large towns. The English
market 1s chlefly aup[';lh-.d from Polaud, Russla,
and  Ameriea, In the Urlimon wheat may be
purchaged at the rate of 12f. and 13(,, to which
must be added 21, for freight, which makes in
all only 14f. or 15f, Cun we compete on such
terms?"

Yet we are told that we are In a prosperons
state; that our trade has doulled since 1880, 1
admit that between that year and 1860 there
was an asogmentation of 66 per cent, bat
before the treaty, between 1830 and 1851, there
was an increage of 100 per cent.

M. Thiers—Wait! To make the comparison
more striking, 1 will take periods of nine years,
like that between 1800 and 1860, Botween 1843
and 1852 the average annual trade was 1,551,-
000,000; between 1851 aund 1860, 8,332 000,000,
or an incrense of 1156 r cent; between
1860 and 1809, 5,479,000,000, or an in-
crease on the preceding period of 65 per
cent.  Thus the mean development fell from 115
to 65, which cannot bo contested. Besides, the
angmentation in the last period is less than is
stated, as since the treaties of commerce many
productions, such as colton and indigo, merely
pase through the French territory without en-
r#'lnngilln any way, and yel are included in
the customs returns. M. Pouyer-Quertier I8 cor-
rect at fixing nt 500,000,000 the deduction to be
made vnder that head. It has been said that, as
all countries are suffering more or less, France is
naturally among the number, deny that
fact absolutely. Switzerland has increased
her spindles from 1,100,000 to 1,700,000
industry §s fHourishing in Trussin;  Austria
and Prussin  bhave preserved their home
markets, England is soffering a litde, France
very much. And why? Because England
finding the markets of the United States closed
to her, and those of her colonies protected
weainst her, has inundated France with her
productions. French lndustry Loas one superi-
ority—Iits workmanship. We are perfection, but
we are not cheapness, Why, then, attempt to
rival England in low prices? To do so
is  to disregard the pgenius of France
and the reality of the situntion. The career
of Fogland Is to alm at cheapness, that of
France to strive for quality. Franee has attained
her industrial position in the world, not by com-
peting with England in low prices, but by sell-
ing printed stuffs and silks which are unrivalled;
by ber merinos and her fine wines. One fae:
will be proved by the inquiry, which is, that by
endeavoring to manufacture cheaply, we have
lowered the standard of our productions. Not
that our workmen have become less skilfnl, but
that they have been turned aslde from thelr
proper occupation. The situntion of France is
still to beenvied even by the great and admirable
nation ealled England.

pBut I do not envy her lot for France, who has
a brilliant future before her. But that depends
on your wisdom. For you it s 10 choose be-
tween puerile doctrines and lllusions, and the
fine old nutional good sense. France will then
resume her glorious rank among the nations.
(Loud applause on a number of benches,)

The Pays gives an account of a visit Intely
pald by five military officers to the chlef editor
of the Marsellaise, in consequence of the man-
ner in which the French army was spoken of in
the series of articles entitled * Tribuae
Militalre:’

*“These officers,” says the writer, ‘‘ropresented
all the grades of the military hierarchy; that is
to say, thore was a eolonel, » cbof-de-bitalllon, &
captain, a Ueutenant, and a sub-licutenant, so

thut the step they took appeared to be
eanctioned ny the whole  regiment,
The colonel spoke first, apd, ad-
dreseing M. Rochefort, made him clearly

understand the object of thelr coming. The
reply of M. Rochetort was poerfectly eonrteons,
and nearly to the following effect: —*My fellow-
laborers and myself have no complaint t6 make
against officers for which we feel personally
much esteem, Only our ‘military tribuoal’ is
the politieal léver whom we use to disorganize
the army, the only aay to demolish the empire.”
To this the colomel replied that he hnd nothing
to do with polities, and least of all in the offices
of the Marsellaise; bot that M. Rochefort might
hold It for certain that if he did not put a stop to
his offensive articles, he would have to make his
cholee in the reparation that wounld be demanded
of him, elther by begiuning with the colonel or
the sub-lientenant. The stafl of the journal
aecepted the lesson, and fince that day, we are
happy to see, they have put a mute on the string
of their calumnles.”

The Terrible Panle In n Lilverpool Church-—
Men and Women Trodden to Denth.
Frow the Liverpool Mevoury, Jan. 94,

A larger congregation never assembled within
the walls of BL. Joseplh's. The capaclous bulld-
lng was filled to overflowing. The floor, the
galleries, and even the staireases and passages,
were crowded by worshippers. Many came who
were unable to obtain admission to the church;
and to provide sccommodation for those who
were desirous of attending the mission service,
but who were unable to find seats or stand-
Ing room in the church, o supplementary
service was held In the school-room—n
large apartment underneath the chapel. The
entrance to this room was by a door at the
northern end of the bullding, and was also usod
for entering the chapel. It was at this pelnt
that the entastrophe oceurred, and therelore to
underatand the terrible nature of the occurrence
it will be necessary to describe somewhat mi-
putely the mode of ingresa and egress o the
chapel and school-room. The doorway at
the north end of the bullding, ns we have
ttated, leads to both the school-room and tu=
chapel, 18 about six feet wide, and 18 raised thres
or four steps from the pavement. On eatering
the doorway there is a flight of stone steps lead-
ing to the school-room beneatl, and anether
flight fromi the same landiuﬁ leads to the body of
the chapel. Round the chapel runs a gallery,
and under the portion of the gallery at the north
end, and close to the doorway described, was n
dense body of people. The staircase leading
from the doorway under the gallery, and the
steps which led to the school-room beneath, were
aleo crowded with worshippers. About 745
o'clock, when the Rev, Father Raphael was de-
livering his lecture, the oceurrence took place
which has been attended with such direful con
sequences.

'I‘hc majority of the congregation in the body
of the chapel had brought with them wax can-
dles to be blessed. At the time the cry of fire
was raised these eandles were lighted, and the
glare caused by the illumination led to the belief
that the bullding actunlly was on fire, Those
who were in the school-room attempted to foree
their way into the street, The narrow stairease
and doorway soon became blocked up with a
seething multitude, who, in their alarm, strog-
rled to escape from the building. The ery of fire

ad been heard oo by the worshippers, who
erowded the staircase leading to the chapel and

those under the northern gallery. They were
selzed with panic, and, lmugi‘niug thiat the school-
room was in flames, rushed wildlf‘ down the
stuirs to the landing. It was here that the two
crowds—one comiug from the school-room and
the other from the chapel above —met. A terrible

| seene followed. The people fonghl and struggled

to reach the narrow street.  The doorway, how-
ever, wns soon blocked up and escape by this
means became impossible.  Loud cries of alarm
were raised; the ery of “fire” continued; and the
panic incressed. Strong men fought and
struggled with each other Lo reach the street;
the shricks of the women and children told of
the terrible alarm that had selzed them. Some
persons near the &pot attempted to compose the
multitnde, but =il the strogele continued.
Women and children and old men were knocked
down and trodden to death under foot, or suffd-
cated in the terrible erush.

While this fearful scene was going on, the
majority of the congregation were nnaware of
the existence of any cause of alarm, butin a few
moments intelligence reached the fathers who
were condueting the serviee—Fathers Raphael,
Dominlck, Alphonsus, (Y Donovan, and M'Grath
—of the terrible scone that was taking place on
the staircase. They at once proceeded to the spot,
und by their almost superlinmnn efforts got the
erowd from the staircase, and in a few moments
rostored order. But their help came too late.
In that few moments—irom the time the ery of
fire was raised until the arrival of the inthers—
the mischief had been done, aud at lenst ifteen
L)un le had been suffocnted or trodden to death
y the terror-stricken erowd.

The alarm also had reached the interior of the
chapel. The ocoupants of the northern gallery
became terror stricken, and maoy of them made
their way to the staircase. Women fainted, and
men struggled to leave the pews. The fathars
here exerted their influence with the multitude,
and by their efforts order was restored, and a
coelumity which might have been even worse
than the firet was averted. The fathers assured
the people that there was no cause for alarm,
and the service went on, Bull there was con-
siderable uneasiness among the congregation,
and until the end of the services it was feared
that there would be o recurrence of the alarm,
and that further fatality might ensue.

Theottlines of the case of the Rev. 8. 8, Walls,
now in jail at Centreville, India chargoed
with the seduction and murder of Misa M. E.
Lambert, bhave been published jn Tie Teue-
GRAFY, but the following resume of the whole
terrible hlstory will be read with Interest, char-
acterized as it i# by circumstances of an unusual
and peculiar natnre: —

The supposed murder of Miss Martha E. Lam-
bert, by her seducer, the Rev. 8, 8, Walls, of the
United Brottren Church, appeirs to be ong of
the most infamous of erimes, and should the
murder be proven, the provabllities are that the
villuln will be lnun‘z. and cortainly the punish-
ment would seem lght compared with the erime.
The facts in the case, 80 {ar as elleited by the
investigations of the Grand Jury, now in sesslon,
are substantially as follows: —About the 17th of
Inst Uctobier & man calling bimsell Samaoel
Balmon, sceompanied by his wife, uh?»ped ut
this place, and went to the loose of Henry
Gates, a member of the United Brethren Churehy,
who realded abont two miles west of Centeeville,
They were travelllog in & bug:y. The woman
was quite ill, muking it necessary for them to
remaln & week, at the end of which time they
started west agaln; but when they reached
Indinpapelis the woman was taken il agaln, and
they returned to the hoonse of Mr, Gates. While
staying here the reverend villain made the ac-
quaintance of a danglter of Mr.Gates shehaving
been marrled and divorced from her hushand,
Au intimacy sprung up between Walls and this
woman, and from bis statement to me it seems
they had an eye to the future, On the 7th Janu-
ary the pretended wife of Walls gave birth to a
ehild. Aflter conflnement she recoverad rapidly,
until the 17th or 18th, when she was taken vio-
lently 11, and died at 1020 o'clock on Friday
night, the 21st.  While nt Richmond he wrote a
letter to the Lm'entn of the girl, which illustrates
the sublime hypocrisy of the scoundrel. It will
be observed that he does not date it In any
place, nor state where he lives, and that he sends
the expense bill simply a3 a matter of gratifica-
tion to the family. e seems to have a mathe-
matical eystem of making names, haviog slizned
the letter G. Henry, using the name of Hen
Gates reversed. The fumily knew his haod-
writing and koew the author of the letter as
soon as they received it:—

Owing 1o the short notice of her Death there was
quite a4 number of carriages and People accombined
us 1o the Depot.

On Monday a warrant was [ssned for his
arrest, and the sherlff followed him to the house
of Mr. Gales, making the arrest within twenty
minutes after Walls' arrival there, Since the
scoundrel bas been in jall be bas told all mannar
of stories In regard to himeelf and his fumily,
but all of them so Interwoven with the truth
that it Is impossible to tell whether be 1s altempi-
ing to play the gume of Insanity or not. Miss
Emma Gates, with whom Walls was contem-
plating an elopement, has given a cue to the
whole matter. Fearing to deny what she thought
could be easily proven, she admitted and testitied
that she came into Centreville two days before
the death of the girl and purchased ten cents’
worth of arsenic at the drug store of Pritehell &
Dickey; that she took It home, the Intention being
to poison rats with It, but that the paper was
never opened. Mr. Pritchell, who sold the poi-
son, testified that the paper had beeu opened,
and tied up in an awkward sod different man-
ner from what it was when it left the store.
The purchaser of the polson further testified that
the deceased made ber supper of bolled beans
on the evening of her death, and that she had
carriéd the dish to the sick woman. The Rev,
Bamuel Balmon Is rather a -looking man,
about five feet ten inches In helght, dark brown
bair and whiskers, rether spare face, snd wns
dressed In brown coat and vest, dark paunts, and
heavy cowhide bools.

Outranges on Emlgrants—How the Upsophisti-
cnted uge Swindled.

The Memphis Avalanche of the 4th says; —

The outriages on emigrants temporarily de-
talned on the levee are increasing, The more
the newspapers and steambouat men complain,
the more unblushingly the swindling is con-
ducted. Bince No\'emger peveral thousand emi-
grants have passed through the elty. nearly all
of whom stay a day—{requently Inng_ﬂr-ubout

the levee, awaiting transportation. The majo-
rity have fall sums of meney, and nearly all
are unsophistieated to a degroe which renders
them an easy prey 1o the scores of well-dressed,
olly-tongued scoundrels, who will get thelr just
descrts when they land in the psnfmunry. It
Is estimated that no less than §15,000 have
been obtained from emigrants during the
past three months by pure, unadulterated
awindliog, confidence games of all kinds are
played on these poor people every day, and it is
only at long intervals that any effort 1s made to
gutuwpwlhem. The stesmbostmen are cog-

lgant of these outrages. All having mue
business on the levee see the rascallty progress-

ing, The only persons totally oblivious to it are
the police. Theee outr bave gone on nnin-
terruptedly for months, The “sealping” wagons
nnd confidence men seom to be In partner-
#hip, and are doing o thriving business. A eou-
ple of nlghts since a “‘sealper” charged some
v ants twenty dollars for bauling six loads
of furniture to & steamer, distant only a few
hundred yards.

A FATAL MISTAKE.
A Youn slefnn Takes ! hine In Mis-
" EL’. '&r “IT:‘::‘. -':‘d. Pﬂh&

The 8t. Louls Democrat of the 4th inst. has

the following: —
Yuurdxomorulng the € roner heid an In-
quest on bady of Dr. Cyrus W. Bachanan
of Moberly, Bnnl{olph county, Mo., who dled
about 8 o'clock, at the boarding honde of Mra.
E. 8. Hallett, No. %00 8. B atroet.  On
Thursday the deceased arrived in the elty from
Muoberly, and put up at Mre. Hallett's; where he
boarded when attending medienl lectures last
winter. In the evening lie complained of suffer-
ing with peéuralgia, and sald he would lake
some quinine and a listle morphine to relieve
him. Io the room were two or three medical
students, acquaintances of the decensed.

One of them Favc him a bottle containing
about half a grain of morphine, which he took.
He then opened hig carpet-sack to get some
quinine, and took what he thought to be about
four gralos. 1t seoms, however, that the drug
supposed to be quinine was morphine, and was
80 lubeled.  Before leaving home the decoased
bad put some quinine lnto a morphine bottle,
and on leaving for St. Louls placed In his earpel
sack, ns he thnnEbL. this bottle, but instead of
doing so, he took up a bottle of morphine and
put it into hie earpet-sack. Afver taking the
medicine the deceased went to bed, nod the
other young men soon followed his example.

At an early hour in the worning his room-
matos wore alarmed by the heavy breathing of
Dr. Buchanan, and one of them went inimedi-
ately for Dr. Hodgen, whose recidence was near
by. Dr. Hodgen used all the means in his
power to counteract the Influence of the drog,
and muke an incldlon in the windpipe, but all
his efforts were unavalling, and the patient died
in half an bour after his arrival,

The followlng letter written by the deceased
after his arrival bere, was found on the table,
addreseed to Mr. Hamnwmet, o medical student in
1‘hilmle'lghia. It conclusively shows that he
had no idea of committing sulcide: —

St. Louts, Feb, 8, 1870, —J. or Dock Hummet, —Dear
Friend:—1 am spending this week in the olty, Am
stopping at our old bearoing house. Am down to
buy drugs. Dock, yon will please get the address of
gome of the best drug houses there; send the ad-
dress or bring It to me, or have them to send e
thetr price current at Moberly, and oblige me., 1am
in good health, Jim 18 writing to Hall now.
